A correspondent writes from 
France: About six baker shops turn 
out the bread for the British army in 
France. I was in. one of them yes- 
terday. Before the war, it was a 
German jute mill, It has not been 
deemed advisable to introduce ma- 
chinery—the floors would not stand 
the strain. 

Under the guidance of the master 
baker, I followed the flour of the 
Pritish army, through all the stages: 
of labor and transformation, from thi 
time it leaves the railway siding just 
outside, until it returns there in the’ 
shape of bread. The only piece of 
machinery | saw was an escalator 
sort of thing on which the sacks of 
flour were ‘raised. to various floors 
above, si 

At each landing place, Chinese la-’ 
borers remoyed and carried it, two 
sacks at a time (160 Ibs.) to the mix- 
ing rooms, were British Tommies, 
Australian, and United Statés sol- 
diers were doing the baking, — whi 
Chinamen carried the flour over the 
floors to the mixers.
